NON-ALIGNED CYPRUS WORKING GROUP RESUMED INTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS 
WITH PARTIES OCT. 31 IN EFEORT TO WORK OUT COMPROMISE RES, WITH 
RESULT NON-ALIGNED TEXT REVISED, INCORPORATING BOTH TURKISH 
AND CYPRIOT CHANGES. SINCE EACH SIDE TOOK EXCEPTION TO OTHER'S 
AMENDMENTS, TEXT REMAINS IN ELUX, THOUGH CHANCES OE MUTUALLY

KHMER IN 29TH GA - 

GA PRESIDENT'S SENIOR ALGERIAN AIDE CONFIRMED TO MISOEF, IN 
PRESENCY OE USYG MORSE, THAT KHMER ITEM WOULD BE TAKEN UP ONLY 
ALTER END OE PALESTINE DEBATE (WHICH IS NOW SCHEDULED TO COMMENCE 
NOV. 13). HE DID NOT EXCLUDE LATE NOVEMBER, BUT UN SPOKESMAN 
HAD EARLIER STATED KHMER ITEM SCHEDULED "IN EARLY DECEMBER. " 

PORTUGUESE CHARGE TOLD MISOEE HIS INSTRUCTIONS WERE NOT CLEAR; 

IT APPEARED HE WAS TO SUPPORT ASEAN RES IE WESTERN SUPPORT 
SUBSTANTIALLY UNANIMOUS. HE WAS AWARE ERENCH AND SOME NORDICS 
INDICATED PLANS TO ABSTAIN, AND HE SAID HE INTENDED TO SEEK 
MORE SPECIEIC INSTRUCTIONS ON SUPPORT AND PRIORITY. KHMER 
REP RECEIVED CONTRADICTORY ANSWERS FROM QATAR UN REP: EIRST 
THAT LOWER GULF STATES WERE CONCERTING APPROACHES AND NO EINAL 
DECISION YET MADE, AND 15 MINUTES LATER QATAR UN REP SAID OP 
COURSE QATAR WOULD SUPPORT ASEAN RES. ARGENTINE REP TOLD THAIS 
HE CONTINUES TO RESERVE HIS POSITION, PARTICULARLY ON PRIORITY. 
TRINIDAD/TOBAGO REP SAID HE HAD BEEN UNSUCCESSPUL IN GETTING 
ANY CHANGE IN POSITION OP ABSTENTION. (CONEIDENTIAL - OURTELS

KOREA IN 29TH GA - 

CORE GROUP OF SELECTED FRIENDLY COSPONSORS WHICH WILL CONSIDER 
STRATEGY AND TACTICS ON KOREAN ISSUE NOW CONSISTS OF US, UK, 
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JAPAN, NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, THAILAND, PHILIPPINES, CANADA, 
COLOMBIA, ERG, AND ROK. KOREANS REPORTED PANAMANIAN FOREIGN 
MINISTRY AGREED TO SUPPORT AND COSPONSOR FRIENDLY RES AND 
VOTE AGAINST HOSTILE DRAFT, BUT THAT PANAMANIAN REP BOYD 
TOLD THEM DECISION WOULD NOT BE REACHED UNTIL CONCLUSION OF 
AMB BUNKER'S VISIT TO PANAMA. PERUVIAN FOREIGN MINISTRY 
OFFICIAL SAID PERU SHOULD VOTE FOR FRIENDLY RES BUT FINAL 
DECISION WOULD BE TAKEN BY PRESIDENT. TURKISH AND VENEZUELAN 
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DELS INSTRUCTED TO VOTE EOR FRIENDLY RES, AND LATTER TO VOTE 
AGAINST HOSTILE DRAET. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTELS 4618-21, 4624) 

DISARMAMENT - 

WHEN USDEL PROVIDED PROPOSED TEXTUAL CHANGES TO SOVIET ENVIRON- 
MENTAL MODIEICATION RES, SOVIETS SAID THEY WOULD STUDY THEM 
AND BE BACK SOON AS POSSIBLE. PROPOSED CHANGES WERE ALSO 
GIVEN TO UK, FRG, NETHERLANDS, lAPAN, CANADA, ITALY, AUSTRIA, 
NORWAY AND SWEDEN. SWEDES INDICATED THEY RECEIVED INSTRUCTIONS 
TO SUPPORT REEERRAL OP QUESTION TO CCD PROVIDED RES MADE 
CLEAR THAT ONLY MILITARY USES OP ENMOD TECHNIQUES WOULD BE 
CONSIDERED THERE. 

IT NOW APPEARS LIKELY THAT CTB AND PNE ISSUES WILL BE HANDLED 
SEPARATELY IN GA RESES IN SPITE OP EFPORTS OP SOME, INCLUDING 
DUTCH, TO COVER THEM IN SAME RES. ONE REASON GIVEN WAS EXPECTED 
INDIAN OPPOSITION TO DEALING WITH PNE'S IN SAME MANNER AS 
WEAPON TESTS AND INDIAN ABILITY TO RALLY NON-ALIGNED ABSTENTIONS. 
AUSTRALIANS, NEW ZEALANDERS, AND MEXICANS ARE NOW EXPLORING 
POSSIBILITY OP SINGLE RES ON WEAPONS TESTING, AND REPORTEDLY 
ARE CONSIDERING QUITE UNCOMPROMISING LANGUAGE. JAPANESE,

SINGLE RES ON PNE'S. JAPANESE CONTINUE TO SUPPORT IDEA OF
